Federal Aid for Prohibition 


TN ITS section devoted to the recommendations for pr'ohibi- 
i ticn, President Hoover's message to congress shows prom- 
ise of sensible action on the part of the federal government. 


Almost from the beginning national prohibition has 


been a strange paradox. The federal government furnished 
the law, but apparently looked to the states for money 
to finance an international 
war — a 
war 
notoriously 


unpopular in the largest and most wealthy states. 


Comes Mr. Hoover before congress this week, however, 


and asks two things: Transfer of the prohibition administra- 
tion from the Treasury,Department to tlie Department, of 
Justice, and total appropriations of two hundred miJJion dol- 
lars to carry on federal enforcement work. 


This is an excellent program. It will put prohibition in 


the justice department, where as a problem in law enforce- 
ment it properly belongs, and will eliminate the curious spec- 
tacle'of law-breakers being tried by the Treasury Depart- ' 
ment. 
• 
' 


Behind this program there is the apparent resolve to ! 


knit federal enforcement into a more compact, efficient and ' 
militant body. The United States will have need of such a ! 
body if it is to make liquor prohibition permanently sue- ] 
cessful. Some prohibition leaders claim that the moral burd- j 
en rests upon the larger states to go out and make prohibi- j 
tion successful whether their local citizens believe in it or not, 
simply because the law is written into the federal constitu-' 
tion. Such claims are neither logical nor just. 


It will take the iron hand of the federal government to 


make all citizens feel that federal money is backing up a 
federal statute—and after that we may expect a bettor break 
for .the prohibition law in the legislatures of states that 
hitherto have been unfriendly. For it' the electorate is con- ' 
vinced, local governments must follow along as a matter of 
course. 


Mr. Hoover's recommendations to congress probably • 


bear in mind the fact that all the years of its existence na 
tional prohibition has been under Republican administra- 
tions. Responsibility for its performance lies at Republican 
doors—and the charge hurled in the campaign a year ago. 
that Republican presidents have done prohibition more- dam- 
age in office than Democratic candidates out ol' office, is still 
true, unless Mr. Hoover manages to change tradition.

LITTLE ROCK. Dec. G.—Arkansas 


will return to the system of placing 
toll gates on highways if a plan sug- 
gested by Justin Matthews, member 
of the stale highway commission, lo 
other members of Ihc body is adapted. 
Commissioner Matlhcws1 plan would 
mnke a loll road of thai part of high- 
Way Number 70 leading from the new 
Harrahan viaduct across Crittcmlcn 
counly. 


The object of action would be to 


enable the stale lo collect from users 
of the road a .sum sufficient to finish 
paying for the construction of the new 
concrete approach to Harahan bridge 
at Memphis. 


Matthews said that tolls on the old 


viaduct will not tolal enough lo pay 
the cost of the new onc by Ihc lime 
Ihc newstructure is ready. When Ihc 
new project was undertaken is was 
Understood that Arkansas' part of llr: 
cost would be paid 'out of tolls col- 
lected from users of the old viaduct. 
while Ihc new onc was being built. 
There is no tax on real estalc lo build 
the viaduct and Arkansas is without a 


VU'ce of revenue with which lo meet 


the difference in cost of the new via- 
ducl and the lolls collected on the 
old, 
Matthews said. Because of the 


agreement with Tennessee and federal 
authorities, the new viaduct must be 
toll-free, so that source of revenue is 
denied the highway department. 


In addition lo Arkansas' part of the 


cost, federal highway aid allotted to 
Ihc viaduct project is charged lo the 
allotment for this slate and would be 
available for use elsewhere were il 
nol pent on the viaduct. That, there- 
fore, really adds to Arkansas' part of 
the viaduct cost, according lo Mat- 
lhcws.
